DEMOCRATIC REGIME. 


THE INAUGURATION OF PRESIDENT LINCOLN 


The First President of the Party that 
Retires Next Wednesday. 


THE SECRET JOURNEY TO WASHINGTON. 


The Massing of Troops in the Capital 
City to Protect the President. 


Twenty-four years ago this morning, Mr. 
Puchanan, Jast of the democratic presidents, 
fat in the white house, grave and careworn. 
Only three days of democratic rule remained. 
Already Mr. Lincoln, in his rooms at Wil- 
Jard’s, awaited, with a sense of conservation, 
the coming of the eventful day that would 
usher in the republican regime. 

At this time the flag of the United States 
was flying at but three points in the seven 
seceded states. Two months before Robert 
Toombs had said in the senate: ‘‘We are as 
ready to fight now as we ever will be. I will 
have equality or war.” Mr. Jefferson Davis 
bad been president of the Confed- 
eracy for two weeks, and the “bonnie blue 
flag” wasto be. unfolded three days later. 
One hundréd thousand soldiers were under 
arms in the Confederacy to be compacted 
into an army during that very week. The 
south was aflame with excitement and the 
sentiment of the north was rapidly hardening 
into resolution. The Anglo-Saxon blood was 
up, in the veins of Puritan and Cavalier, and 
war was inevitable. It was amidst this gath- 
ering storm, soon to burst with unequalled 
fury, that the strong hands of Lincoln took 
the reins of government fromthe honest but 
“uncertain grasp of Buchanan. The states- 

man gave place to the hero—the diplomat to 
the martyr. The democratic party bade a 
long farewell to power, and the republicans 
entered upon a career of splendor and of cor- 


ruption. 

A quarter of a century has passed since 
thatday. A war without parallel in scope 
and energy has swept the land, The graves 
of ha]f*a million heroes testify to the valor of 
ihe sy Yvivors. the wreck of battle 
the unio nm has been saved. Five millions of 
Slaves havve been freed and enfranchised, The 

righ4 Pof secession, submitted to the verdict 
of the sword, has been cut down forever. An 
indissoluble republic of equal and sovereign 
states is the legacy of the war—and a ten- 
dererfnd a stronger and a better people rise 
up to call it blessed. 

President Lincoln, kindliest and greatest 
of republicans, met the death that shadowed 
his lofty life at the hands of an assassin. His 
party, sinewy and heroic in his strong hands 
and strenuous times, was corrupted and in- 
fismed under weake leadership and cir- 
cumstapce. It left the straight and simple 
iy Kat, “with charity forall and malice 
toward none,’ he had pointed out, and filled 
ihe devious ways of passion and partisanship. 
The high-pulsing emotions that under his 
ringing invocation inspired his soldiers for 
battle, were prostituted to the doubtful uses 
of the politician, and strife and bitterness 

divided his people, long after the south had 
surrendered in perfect good faith and the 
north bad with frank respect accepted her 
sheathed sword.

Let ustake 
to our bearts,in the moment of our triumph, 
the noble words uttered by Mr. Lincoln in 
his hour of trial—let us make the shibboleth 
of the new era of peace and good the 
solemn sentences with which, in his inaugu- 
rai, he met the era of strife and of war—zglo- 
ridus words that,stretching as a bow of prom- 
‘ise across the gulf of twenty-five dark and 
troublous years, prefigure the cloudiess sun- 
shine and p-osperity to come:

PRESIDENT LINCOLN AT SPRINGFIELD. 


Preparing to Take the Inaugural Journey 
~ An-Affecting Scene at Parting With His 
People. 

Abraham Lincoln, republican, was elected presi- 

- dent tosucceed Mr. Buchanan, democrat, on No- 

vember 3d, 1860. 

Up to the lith af February Presiden t-elect Lin- 
coln remained in Springfield. This had been his 
home for thirty years. In 1831 he came to New

Lincoln ac- 
cepted named broadswords as theweapons,and wen 
to practicing at once—thongh the duel never come 
off. Here he bad been clerk, surveyor, merchant, 
lawyer, legislator, congressman, and was our pres- 
ident. Here his children had been born, and one 
of them buried. Here he was beloved by ali men. 

He lived a guiet life. His home, a box-like 
two-story building, was notable for nothing 80 
much asits plainness. His delight was his chil- 
dren and his barshest word to them ‘‘when you 
act this way you break my heart.’’ As to his for- 
tune he said himself tie <2 
have my. cottege here, and $8,600 in 
money. If they make me vice president with Mr, 
Seward, as now reems likely, I hope to increase 
this to $20,000, which is as much as any man ought 
to want.’ His gloomy, preocupied air, after the 
death of Miss Rutledge, led many of his townsmen 
to believe he was crazy, an impression which 
lested for years. He did not beli¢ve he would be 
nominated for the presidency. Even when the 
first ballot was announced he seems to have had 
littlehope. Hesatin the midst of his friends, si- 
lent, abstracted and gloomy. When the second 
ballot was announced, showing that-he had gained 
79 votes, while Seward had gained only 11, his face 
lighted up, and he said earnestly: 

“T’ve got him!” 

When the result was reached the first telegram 
announcing it was received by a chipper editor, 
who came into Mr. Lincoln’s room solemnly, and 
said: 

‘The nomination has been made and Seward is 
—tbhe second man!’’ 

The dispatch was handed to Mr, Lincoln, who 
read it without a werd. He then said deliber- 
ately: 

“There is a little, short woman up at my house 
who will be glad ofthis. I guess I’) go anftell 
her.”’ 

When the committee came to notify Mr. Lincoln 
of his nomination, his neighbors, knowing of his 
abstemious habits and the scanty resources of his 
home, sentin refreshments with which to regale 
the distinguished visitors. 

It was with peculiar sadness that the president 
elect left his home for the work to which he had 
becn called. Heexacted a promise from Mr. Hern- 
don, his law partner, that for four years at least, he 
would not take down the faded and dingy sign 
that bespoke their business. “I may,in God’s 
mercy,’’ he said, ‘‘be permitted to come back here 
and fight under that flag once more.’’ Theshadow 
of assassination had already darkened his future. 
His famous vision in the glass is thus told in his 
own words:

PRESIDENT LINCOLN’S JOURNEY, 


His Cause for Early Departure — His 
Speeches by the Way—Scenes of the Presi- 
dential Tour, 

It is difficult to see, at this late date, with the 
scanty data at command, why President Lincoln 
should have started for Washington on February 
llth, ful) three weeks before the inauguration, 

It is probable that in the chaotic state of affairs 
be feit the necessity of feeling the public pulse 
and of informing the people as to his policy. He 
lacked nearly 1,000,000 vyotes oi a pop 
ular majority in his election. New 
York,the chief city of the union,had voted against 
him, and there was even then the talk of its seces.

patched his son Frederick W. Sewardto Philad 
phia, to carry Mr. Lincoln the most solemn warn- 
ing. itis notable just here that the two Sewards 
aud Mr. Lincoln were the only persons act ally 
assaulted when the arrests did occur four years 
later. : 

The danger spot was held to be Baltimore! 

That city was strongly southern, and it was 
especially stated that twenty men had been band- 
ed thereto slay the president as he passed through, 
An Italian barber, who was called Orzini, as in- 
Gicative of the part he was to play in the 
plot, wassaid to be the head ef the band. 
was arranged that if the presiden- 
tial train passed over the Baltimore 
road safely, the assassins were to mingle with the 
crowd of welcome, and pressing close to Mr. Lin- 
coln, shoothim. Hand grenades, such as were 
used whep Louis Napoleon’s life was attempted, 
were said to be ready to throw in his Carriage in 
case all other plans should fail. Vessels, steamed 
up, were said to be ready toconvey the conspira- 
tors who would escape in the general confusion, 
to Mobile. 

This was the story. Though little can be found 
in reputable history to sustain its truth, there is 
no doubtit was firmly believed by those charged 
with Mr. Lincoln’s safety, and this belief was 
shared by the president-elect himself. 

On the night of the 2ist a number of gentlemen, 
among them Colonel McClureand Colonel Thomas 
A. Scott, met the chief detective antl matured a 
plan for the future. It was decided that 
after raising the flag in the morning, 
as he had promised, Mr. Lincoln should go to 
Harrisburg and receive the legislature, He should 
then retire to his hotel, ostensibly for sleep,when 
he should be quiet!y hurried to the dépot, put on 
a special train with one other person, and rushed 
through to Washington, the regular presidentia) 
party following on the advertised schedule the 
next day. 

This change of progrs mme was communicated to 
the presiccntial party, while they were on the 
train en route for Harrisburg the next day. The 
party consisted of the president-elect, Judge David 
Davis, Mr. Lamar, Colonel Sumner, Major Hun- 
ter and Captain Pope, the latter three, army offi- 
cers who had joined Mr, Lincoln as he left Spring- 
field. Thenews ofthe changed programme was 
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th surprise and indignation. Colonel 
T Euyrepoke first and said: 

«ss is d—d cowardice. I will take a squadol 

<iry and cutaway for the president through 
Wese d—d assassins!” 

Judge Davis replied that ‘‘this cutting through 
process would probably cunsume more time than 
Mr. Lincoln could spare as it was very important 
he should be in Washington on Mareh 4th.” 

It was understocd that the last hopes of peace, 
bung on Mr. Lincoln's being safely inaugurated. 
Mr. Lincoln had understood this all thetime. 
When urged to do one thirg or another, he would 
reply: 

“Let us do one thing at a time—and the big 
thirges first.”’ It was finally settled that the plans 
should be changed, as was arranged the night 
before. When the question came up as to who 
should be selected as the one person to aecompany 
Mr. Lincoln on his perilous ride, Mr. Seward said: 

“No matter what is deceded, I shall see Mr. 
Lincoln safe to Washington.’’ 

Aiter the ceremonies in > Harrisburg were over 
Mr.Lincoln returned,with his confidential friends, 
to his roomsat Jones’ hotel. He hastily dined 
and then prepared himself for his secret journey. 
The question of his dress has been repeatedly dis- 
It was chargedand denied that he wore 
The truth seemed to be that he wore 
a soft, broad felt hat, drawn down over his face, 
and had ashawl wrapped about his shoulders 
with which he could hastily disguise his features 
if it became necessary. He had changed 
the coat in which he had _ appeared 
during the day. He walked hastily through the 
balland tothe side decor, where a carriage was 
waiting. Hesteppedin quickly. Mr. Lamon fol- 
lowed. Colonel Suxaner was about to follow when 
Mr. Norman Judd caught him py the shoulder and 
caid, ‘‘One minute, colonel, if you please!’ The 
doughty colonel turned, the door was closed and 
the carriage driven rapidly off, leaving a very 
angry Colonel Sumner. As the carriage reached 
the depot the special train was found waiting. Mr. 
Lincoln and Mr. Lamon boarded it quickly and 
off it started. At that moment the telegraph wires 
were cut, by Colonel Scott’s own hand, it is said, 
and the president-elect was speeding on to the in- 
augural city unheralded and alone.

in the procession on February 22d. 

In spite of these protests, General Scott contin- 
ued to mass troops in Washington. 1t was speedily 
shown tbat the local militia could not be depended 
on as it was largely southern. But two companies 
(of the whole militia force) were found ready to 
respond to General Scott’s orders—the National 
Rifles and a company made up wholly of Germans. 
Loyal riflemen were armed and sworn 
in, and posted on housetops along 
the line of march to watch the 
crowd for apy sign of disturbance. Platoons of 
soldiers were gathered at every corner and armed 
spies distributed by the hundred through the 
crowds. The volunteer organizations marched 
with loaded muskets. The market house was 
filled with riflemen held in readiness for sallies in 
any direction. The batteries of Magruder (after- 
wards a confederate general) and Fry were planted 
at Delaware avenue and B street and other batter- 
ies at streets commanding the avenue. The dri- 
yers remained in theirseats and the gunners at 


‘ry 


~ their pest during the entire ceremony. 


Mr. Lincoln rose early on inauguration morning, 
and his rooms were soon filled with members of 
bis cabinet, and closefriends. Mr. Buchanan had 
gone to the cepital¢carly, leaving the white house 
for the last time as its master. He was busied all 
the morning signing bills. In the senate chamber 
a sharp debate was being carried on between the 
upion senators on one side and Wigfall and Breck- 
enridge, almost the only remaining confed- 
erates, on the other. At 11% o’clock Mr. Bach- 
anen having finished his work at the capitol, took 
his carriage and droveto Wilard’s, where Mr. 
Lincoln and his party were awaiting him. 

Tne crowd in front of Willard’s was enormous. 
For blocks in either direction it was almost impos- 
sible to move. The military forced its way with 
difficulty thréugh the compact mass, and was kept 
marching and countermarching constantly. Mr. 
Buchanan had hardly entered the hotel before he 
and Mr. Lincoln reappeared, arm in arm. The 
band struck up ‘‘Hail Columbia,’’ the crowd 
cheered, and the two distinguished men seated 
themselves side by side on the back seat. Senators 

Baker and Pearce took the front seat. Marshal B. 


B, French ordered the procession to start at once, 
and the slow march to the capitol began. 

Mr. Buchanan looked grave and scarcely spokea 
word. Mr. Lincoln was calm, inscrutable and 
self-postessed. Tis carriage was literally envel- 
oped with guards. Acurrent account says: “It 
would have been impossible to have aimed a shot 
at the president /:0m any point of view, so closely 
was hé environed by the military.”’ Mounted or- 
derlies stcod et every corner, and galloped away 
with repcrts to General Scott, who remained at 
headquarters. There was but little cheering along 
the line, the calm that portends a storm, hanging 
over the march. 

When the presidential party reached the capitol 
the diplomatic corps and the senate had already 
taken their places. They took their places on the 
platform and the ceremonies began without delay. 
Mr. Lincoln steod conspicuously forward and 
spoke. with steady and far-reaching yoice, The 
gist of his inaugural is found in these words, ad- 
dréssed to the seceding states: 

“In your bends, my dissatisfied fellow-country- 
men, and not in mine, is the momentous decision 
of civil wer. The government will not assail you. 
You can bare no conflict without being yourselves 
the aggressors. You have no oath registered in 
heaven to destroy this government, while I shall 
have the most solemn,.one to preserve, protect and 
defend it,’’ 

He then closed with the words quoted in the be- 
ginning of this article. The oath of office was ad- 
ministered by Chief Justice Taney, Vice 
President Breckenridge sat near by, having 
scrupulously performed his duty as president of 
the senate, though his heart was already in the 
stormy south whither he was soon to follow it 
with daunitless and devoted courage. 
Within arm’s reach of Mr. Lincoln 
stood Stephen A. Douglas, his sturdy rival from 
the old Sangamon days to the last splendid burst 
for the rresidency. At Mr. kincoln’s back was 
Seward, another giant that the inspired back- 
wocdsman had shut out from the grandest prize 
of earth, and already selected as the premier of the 
new administration. Silent as the grave stood these 
great menand the goodly company about them 
and the mighty multitude that stretched astilled 
end pulseless ocean as far as eye could see. Every 
werd from chicf justiceand president fell clear 
and distinct on the listening ears. The words once 
spoken, the crowd parted away. The platform 
was rapidly left desolate. Some one asked Mr, 
Lincoln if he had been afraid of assassination 
while speaking? ‘“I have often been more fright- 
ened while addressing a dozen western men on the 
subject of tem perance.’’ 

The new president then entered the capitol 
coor, through whith Mr. Buchanan had already 
rone. The day’s work was over, and anew party, 
a new power had taken hold of the government. 

In such manner did the democratic party 
make its exit twenty-four years ago. 

And now comes its restoration! As if by 
megic the clouds are swept away,and fall 
sunshine bursts on all theland. There is no 
strife, no divisiob, no sectional passion, but 
fraternity iliation and gladness from 
one end of the republic to the other, 

After a quarter of a century of defeat, de- 
mocracy, backed by more than half a million 
white majority, takes control of the govern- 
ment once more. May the all-wise and all- 
powerful God, who never forsakes the people 
that put their trust in Him, give wisdom to 
its leaders and pairiotism to those who follow 
them, so that the auspicious dawn of a new 
era bow opening may be continued into glori- 
ous and long lasting day!

THE GENERAL IMPROVEMENTS. : 

The business centre is very compact, and 
surrounds a square, in the centre of which was 
the old court house.

SOME NEW ENTERPRISES. 

Among the new enterprises that have been 
established here are: 

The Gainesville match factory, erected at a 
cost of $25,000, with machinery that has a 
capacity of 500 gross a day. Mr. Jno. A. 
Smith is the president. 

The shoe factories of Messrs. C. J. Finger 
and T. H. Shelly; each have acapacity of 
125 dozen per day. There are two large tan- 
neries owned by Messrs. C, J. Finger, and Bone 
& Rudolph; a large flouring mill on the site of 
the old Findlay and Blanchard planing mills, 
fitted up at a cost of $10,000, with capacity to 
supply the whole of northeast Georgia. 

ir. George N. Walker has a large carriage 
and wagon factory, that turns out large num- 
bers of vehicles. 

The extensive brick manufactories of Messrs. 
Frederick Pfeffer and W. D. Hudson doa large 
business, the latter manufacturing over a mil- 
lion brick last year. 

THE RAILROADS. 

The railroad facilities of Gainesville are 
among the best. It is situated on the Rich- 
mond and Danville, fifty-three miles from At- 
lanta. The place is built off from the road. 
It was said to have been a piece of guessing as 
to where the road would strike the place; the 
miss was exactly one mile. 

The terminus of the Gainesville, Jefferson 
and Southern is here. It is operated under 
the supervision of the Georgia railroad. lis 
depot is in the centre of the place, in the rear 
of the Arlington hotel. 

This road has opened a new territory and 
has been a great help to the people of a dis- 
trict hitherto inaccessible to railroads. The 
Gainesville and Dahlonega road, of which 
Colonel W.P. Price is president, has been 
graded to Leather Ford, filteen miles from 
the city, five miles of which has been ironed. 
Jt will be finished during the summer, and 
connect with the East and West road at Car- 
tersville. 

Gainesville’s street railroad probably pays 
larger dividends than any of its length in the 
United States. It is two miles long and pays 
very handsomely. It is owned and managed 
by Dr. Kobert E. Green, an old citizen of At- 
lanta, who knew when he saw a good thing 
and purchased it. It extends trom:the Tich- 
mond and Dayywilie fiepot to GVower Springs, 
and cir. originally =| »,UUU, It did not pay a- 
a corporation, but is now colning money. It 
runs @ car every thirty minutes from the pub- 
lic square to the depot, and paid a clear profit 
last year of $4,000,00, 

THE CITY'S FINANCES. 

The finances of the city is in the healthiest 
condition. It has a bonded debt of $50, 000 
contracted to aid the Gainesville college and 
Gainesville, Jefferson and Southern railroad, 
the interest of which is met promptly. The 
bonds are worth morethan par. There is a 
scarcity of them in the market. A lady re- 
cently purchased $3,000 worth, having te send 
to Augusta for them, and tor which she paid 
Pi02. 

The religious element is strong. There are 
commodious and handsome Methodist, Bap- 
tist and Presbyterian churches. The Episco- 
palians are erecting a stylish building on the 
corner of Bradford street and College avenue. 

Gainesvill has charming society. 
Some of the leading schools 
of the state are located here. The Gainesville 
college, in charge of Professor J. M. Prator, 
has an attendance of 100, The Methodist 
college, erected at a cost of $5,000, under 
charge of Professor C. B. LaHatte, has be- 
tween 75 and 100 in attendance. The Georgia 
Baptist seminary, presided over by Professor 
W. C. Wilkes, hag an attendance of nearly 80 
young ladies. Besides these, there are several 
private institutions. 

AS A SUMMER RESORT. 

This is a Mecca for summer pilgrimage. 
It is far away from the heat and dust of city 
lite, and is as healthy as any place on the 
earth. There are four large hotels here. The 
Piedmont, under management of General 
Jemes Longstreet. The Richmond house un- 
der management of J.C. 8. Timberlake. The 
Hudson Genes managed by Thomas P. H. 
Wright. The Arlington by Alex Carter. 
Besides these there is the Gower Spring hotel 
one mile from the city, New Holland 
springs two miles from the city, and 
the Oconee White Sulphur springs, six miles 
distant. 

There is more frolicing done in and around 
this place than any other section in the south. 
From Juneto October it is one continued 
pleasure spot.

The mahdi is 
marked for destruction, and Khartoum is to 
be held by English troops until the English 
people are ready to handit over to some 
other government. Steps have already been 
taken looking to the occupation of Herat and 
of the entire Afghan border. Any Russian 
advance in that direction will find all the 
forces of India aroused and ready for action. 
If the English reach Herat first, Russia can- 
not dislodge them, for it is strongly fortified, 
and the Russian line is one of great length 
and difficulties. What Lord Granville will 
be able to accomplish among the nations of 
Europe, remains tobe seen. There is no 
reason why France and England should re- 
main unfriendly, and if the friction in China 
can be removed, France will be more apt to 
tufn to England than to Germany. In short. 
the reverses of England have probably run 
their course, and the country will gird itself 
to supplant them with successes, If this 
prediction should hold good, the Gladstone 
government will last while the premier re- 
tains his health and activity. The majority

A DISAPPOINTED ORGAN. 

There is a lamentable lack of sagacity in 
the fiery attitude of the organs that are af- 
flicted with the anti-silyer craze. The New 
York Tribune, for instance, is so wild as te 
bewilder its own friends and sympathizers. 
The other day—following some tremendously 
solemn appeals for the suspension of silver 
coinage—it warned the democrats that the

It insists 
that Mr. Cleveland, in writing an anti-silver 
letter to certain congressmen, is ‘‘revealing”’ 
himself. ‘Here it is the last week of a three 
month’s session,’ exclaims the Tribune, 
“and the president-elect has just waked up 
to the fact that silver coinage, if continued, 
threatens to bring disgrace to his administra- 
tion.”’ 

The gay Tribune evidently expacted great 
things from a democratic president, and has 
been sadly disappointed, It expected Mr. 
Cleveland, in his capacity of prominent pri- 
vate citizen, to march into Washington with 
a stuffed club and comps! congress to sus- 
pend the coinage of silver. As Mr. Cleve- 
land refrained from doing any such thing 
the Tribune is sadly disappointed.

LIGHT WEIGHT BAGGING. 

Consignees of Alabama cotton, both in this 
country and in Europe, complained this 
winter that much of the cotton was received 
in very bad condition. These complaints be- 
came so numerous that the Montgomery cot- 
ton exchange was induced to investigate 
them, and a committee was appointed to re- 
pert the cause, and, if possible, report a*rem- 
edy. 

The Committee looked into the matter 
thoroughly, and their verdict was that pro- 
ducers had used bagging of light weicht and 
poor quality and ties made of brittle and 
inferior iron. Fully half of the crop mar- 
keted in Montgomery was baled with bagging 
weighing one and one-half pounds a yard, 
made of indifferent material, the warp and 
filling very unevenly spun, slack twisted, 
and so badly woven as to have the appear- 
ance of fish netting. The ties used weighed 
less than fifty pounds a bundle, and were 
made from a poor quality of iron. 

The committee further stated, as a result 
of their long experience in handling cotton, 
that begging and ties of good quality and 
weicht are actually necessary to protect and 
keep cotton in merchantable order until it 
reaches the spinner. Unless thisis done 
buyers will be compelled, in order to protect 
themselves, to lower their offers for cotton 
improperly protected. Bagging of jute, 
closely woven and weighing not less than 
one and three-fourths pounds a yard, and 
ties made of good tough iron, weighing not 
Jess than fifty-six pounds a bundle, should 
be used, | 

What is good for Alabama is good for 
Georgia and all the other cotton states, and 
our readers should take good care to select 
this year bagging and ties of proper weight 
and strength. <A bale of cotton receives 
many & hard blow and is trailed through a 
world of dirt before it reaches its destination. 
It needs a good coyer if its fleecy whiteness 
is to be retained from the plantation to the 
mill. The latter, for aught the producer 
knows, may be located in the interior of 
Russia,

Bret Harte’s New Story. 

The California Argonaut,referring to Bret Harte s 
new story, ‘‘A Ship of '49,’’ says: ‘‘The story is 
evidently inspired by the strange fate of the ship 
Niantic. For many years she lay at what is now 
the northwest corner of Clay and Sansome streets, 
and was occupied very much as described in the 
story. At the last the raising of the street grades 
and the filling in of the low-lying water lots, caused 
her to disappear from the sight of men, Over her 
were erected some shanties,which were torn down 
about 1872, to make way for the erection of a build- 
ing which the owner of the property, the late Mr. 
Charles Lowe,designed to put up. When the work. 
men who were excavating for the 
foundation got down some six or 
eight feet below the level of the street, 
they struck the skeleton ofthe old ship, They 
also found a number of cases of wine and other 
things in the hold. The discovery was quite a 
San Francisco sensation at the time, and numbers 
of local antiquarians and water-front quid nuncs 
held long discourses at the scene of the ship’s dis- 
interment. A four-story building now stands 
where the ship lay for so many years, and bears 
the name of ‘The Niantic.”” Those who are not 
familiar with San Francisco may be interested in 
knowing that the place where the ship in the story 
(and in fact) was beached, is now over halfa mile 
from the short line. Old residents of the city will, 
we think, recognize another local curiosity in one 
of Mr. Harte’s characters-the Frenchman, De 
Ferrieres. He seems much like the strange in- 
divi¢ual once so familiar on San Franciseo’s 
streets and locally known as ‘The Great Un- 
known.’”’

THE PRESS SPEAKS. 

The Times, commenting on the vote of the 
house of commons on the motion of censure, 
snvs the goveanment escaped technically, but 
morally it was defeated, discredited and con- 
demned, It is difficult, the Times says, to be- 
lieve that a majority of fourteen will endure 
the strain of a heavy vote for the cost of the 
expedition. 

The reports that a crisis prevails in the eabi- 
net are semi-officially denied.

The Journal Des Debats, of Paris, in an 
erticle on last night’s proceedings in the 
British parliament, says that the fall of Glad- 
stone has been Germany’s political dream and 
Bismarck’s aim. The trouble with England is, 
the Debats thinks, that her people are deaf to 
friendly foreign counsels, against which their 
British pride rebels, on the assumption that 
they are zitempts to interfere with British 
policy.

LANDS WITHOUT TITLES, 


Chatham County Occupied by 
Parties Without Titles, 

Irom the Savannah, Ga., News. 

In the year [829 an act was passed by the 
general assembly appointing William T. Wil- 
liams, Robert W. Pooler, William B. Bulloch, 
Isaac Minis and Alexander Telfair commis- 
sioners to locate all the ungranted lands in 
Chatham county, and granting tothe Chatham 
academy 5,000 acres of these lands, the re- 
mainder to go to the old free school of the city 
of Savannah and the Union society in equal 
shares. 

This act was amended and enlarged by the 
legislature in 1856, and George P. Harrison, 
Thomas Holeombe and Joseph I. Waring 
were appointed to fill vacancies in the com- 
mission occasioned by the death of Messrs. 
Bullech, Minis and Telfair, and giving the 
commissioners the power to fill any vacancy 
thereafter occurring in the board by death, 
resignation or otherwise. This act empowered 
the surveyor appointed by the comniissiéners, 
in making bis survey, to cross existing lines 
without being su bjec t to the pains and penal- 
ties in such cases provided by law. 

Both acts provide for the protection of act- 
ual occupants of ungranted lands to the ex- 
tent that it gives them right to purchase their 
settlement at a valuation to be agreed upon by 
arbitration. 

It is estimated that there are about 20,000 
acres of ungranted land in the northern part 
of Chatham county, and half as much more in 
smal! holdings in other parts of the county, to 
say nothing of the immense bodies of salt-

marsh land on the borders of the rivers. ‘The 
grant of these lands by the state has pre- 
vented them from being placed upon the 
market, or, if sold, the defect in titles has al- 
jured the sale. Nearly all of the lands 
per part of the county has been oc- 
for nearly a century, and generation 
eneration have been born and have lived 
and died upon them; but still the cloud in the 
title hung over the homestead, and all inter- 
ested were fully cognizant of that fact. 
ae i856 the com- 
ito act under 
was done thi 
the disturbed state of the country for years 
alter, and the death of several members of the 
commission, caused the matter to remain in 
abeyance unti! recently. Some months ago 
the trustees of the Chatham academy took 
action looking to the carrying out of the 
laws enacted for the benefit 
of that institution. The surviving 
commissioners, General Harrison and Colonel 
Holcombe, held a meeting, and, by virtue of 
the authority vested in them under the act of 
1856, elected Messrs. George A. Mercer, John 
Screven and J. H. Estill as members of the 
board to fill vacancies. Ata subsequent meet- 
ing, General Harrison was elected chairman 
and Captain George A. Mercer secretary. 

The first regular meeting was held yester- 
day morning. The rights of the grantees were 
julky explained, and, after a full discussion of 
the subject, Major J. It. Tebeau, the surveyor, 
who was present by invitation, was requested 
to givean estimate of the probable cost of a 
prelim iary survey of the ungranted lands in 
the northern part of the county. 

This survey should be made with as little 
delay as possible, for1t will be beneficial to 
the occupants of such lands by giving them 
an opportunity of securing a title, and thus in- 
crease the value of the property. 

The following resolutions were offered by 
Ca; tain Mercer, and unanimously adopted: 

Resolyed by the commissioners of ungranted 
lands in Chatham county: 

ist. ‘That it is the judgment of said commission- 
ers that a thorough survey and map, topographi- 
cal and otherwise, of all the lands in said county, 
showing the location of roads, water courses, 
bridges, ungranted lands and private holdings, 
and al! information required for the efficient ad- 
ministration and taxation of said domain, are 
demanded by the best interests of said county. 

2d. That said commissioners of ungranted lands 
respectfully urge upon the commissioners of Chat- 
ham county, this board being without funds to 
effect the said purpose, to adopt the necessary 
measures to secure such suryey and map as soon 
as practicable.

TIONS OF THE COUNTRY. 


THE 


Cities in Which the National League, American As- 
scciation, Eastern League, Southern League 
and Western League Have Clubs—Notes . 
Aboutthe Game and its Players. 


The growth of professional ball playing has 
been so rapid that few people outside of those di- 
rectly connected with the business have any 
idea of its magnitude. The first 
and foremost of the professional associations, 
both on account of its age and the quality of its 
players, is the National league, with clubs in Bos- 
ton, Mass.; Providence, R. I; New 
York city and Philadelphia in the 
east, and Buffalo, Detroit, Chicago and 
St. Louis in the west. In all these cities with the 
exception of Philadelphia the price of admission 
to league games is fifty cents. 
The Philadelphia League club was 
allowed to reduce’ its price to  twenty- 
fiye cents because the Athletic club (American 
association) in the same city only charged twenty- 
five cents, 

Second in importance and fast reaching out for 
first place is the American association, with New 
York City. Brooklyn, Philadelphia and Baltimore 
for its eastern section and Pittsburg, Cincinnati, 
Louisville and St. Louis in the west. The uni- 
form price of admission to the American associa- 
tion games is twenty-five cents. 

Third on the list is the Eastern league. This is the 
youngest of the three leading associations, and in 
playing strength is very little if any superior to 
our southern league. The eastern league has clubs 
in Richmond, Noriolk, Washington, and one city 
yet to be selected for its southern section, and 
Lancaster, Pa., Trenton, Newark and Jersey City 
for its northern end. 

These three bodies have united themscives by a 
bond called the “national agreement.’’ Under 
this agreement they work together in harmony: 
being governed by the same rules so far as the 
reservation and signing of players is concerned. 

Fourth in importance comes the Southern 
lesgue, which is yetinits swadling clothes, this 
being its first season, but which promises to worry 
some of the older bodies even now. The league 
is made up of teams in Augusta, 
Macon, Columbus and Birmingham, 
forming a southern or eastern section, and At- 
lanta, Chattanooga, Nashyille and Memphis asa 
western or northern section. 

Fifth and last is the Western 
with clubs in Cleveland. Tolego, 
Indianapolis, Milwaukee, St. Paul and 
Kansas city. There will probably be two more 
cities added to this circuit. The two strongest clubs 
in this league are Indianapolis and Kansas Cily, 
the formerofwhom wasin the American asso- 
ciation last season, and the latter in the Union as- 
sociation. 

As will be readily seen, the Southern league 
has much the advantage of any of these bodies in 
the matter of traveling expenses. Ali-.the others 
have tremencous distances between their respect: 
ive cities. 

Outside of these 
there are several 
New York State 


league, 


five prominent associations, 
minor bodies, such as the 
League, the Pennsylvania 
state ltpgue;- New “Efgariu,- Le2eue, etc., all ol 
wnic h em ploy prefessional players. 

In the amateur line there are commercial asso- 
ciations in Boston, New York, Brooklyn, Phila- 

ia, Cincinpat® Chicago and St. Louis.

SENTED TO THE PUBLIC. 


Bic Life on Duty and What He Does When Of Duty 
—~How He Livyes—what He Eats—When He 
Bats—When He Sleeps and When He 
Don’t Sleep—Other Matters, Ec. 


Few citizens of Atlanta have any idea of the 
daily life of the policeman as he protects the 


lives and the property of the people. 

“A policeman’s lot is not a happy one’’ has 
been worked into song, and no truer words 
were ever set to music. In some citics where 
s policeman works eight hours and rest six- 
teen, his berth is not so disagreeable a one, but 
in Atlanta, where they are on sixteen and off 
e%ght hours, histask is not only disagreeable, 
but it is an arduous one. 

To the casual, idle observer, a policeman 
has an easy time. His uniform is neat and 
attractive, and if the patrolman has any pride 
about him, he can present a handsome ap- 
pearance as he walks his beat. But to the in- 
itiated, there is a vast difference between the 
patrolman’s external and his real life. Appa- 
rently, he has nothing todo but walk himself 
up and downghe sidewalks, stop and gaze into 
the store windows, salute his superior officer 
when he passes, and smile bewitchingly at 
the ladies, who gaze at his showy uniform 
and admire his soldierly appearance. This, 
however, does not make up a policeman’s life. 
It is the small part of it. 

In Atlanta, the twenty-four hour’s work is 
diviced into two watches, one known as the 
morning watch, begins at‘one o’clock at 
hight, and ends at one o’clock the next 
Jay, the other, known as the 
evening watch, is made up 
ofthe other twelve bours. A policeman who 
is On the morning watch eomes off duty at one 
o'clock to-day. itis from five to twehty min- 
utes after one when he reaches police head- 
quarters. Heentersa large room where a 
hundred pegs are in the wall and takes off his 
belt and club. These he hangs on a peg bear- 
ipg @ number corresponding with the 
number of his badge. He 
then removes his dress coat

Telegrams are next in 
order, and when one offering a reward is read 
the patrolman gives careful attention 
for he may be able to catch 
on end increase his income for the month. The 
stationhouse keeper through, the patrolmon 
file out and go to their beats, and the evening 
watch comes in and oi!. The patrolman who 
is on the evening watch has about the same 
life as his brother of the morning watch, the 
only diflerence being that he goes home and 
goes to bed. He usually gets to bed 
by two to half past two azd 
sleeps until ten, when he gets up. eats his 
breakfast and goes to aye court to testify in 
such cases as he may be interested. The pa- 
irolman on the morning watch has one héur 
of for breakfast about nine o’clock, and then 
gets home no more until his day’s work is 
finished. The patrolman on the gvening 
watch has one hour off about - four 
o'clock in the afternoon for his supper 
and gets home no more until after midnight. 
A policeman is considered on duly all the 
lime. Heis not allowedto smoke while on 
actual duty. Heis not allowed tostand on 
his beat. He is not allowed to talk to citizens 
except on police business. He is not allowed 
toentera barroom. Le is not allowed to 
drink or swear and is required 
to walk his beat constantly. Any 
patrolman who violaves either or any of these 
rules is subject toa discharge. But a_ police- 
7am has some pleasant times. Occasionally a 
iend hands bim a cigar. Sometimes he is 
nvited to a bail, but is expected to remain on 
he outside, Frequently he gets a chance fora 
bap in some stairway, when his captain is in 
nother part of the city. Once in a while some 
one bends him a drink out of a back door, and 
aout half as often he picks up a ten dollar 
bijl om the street. These about constitute bis 
pleesures. 
His lot is one of hardship, and abuse for 
leading it.” He receives no thanks, and litile 
ay. Every second of the day his life is in 
foger. Every arrest he makes brings him 
abuse,end persens call him cruel and heart- 
less. Herdly a day passes by without some 
member of the force receiving a cut in his 
uniform or dlegh.. Several members of the 
_ force bave jathe service. Cor- 
ber ‘5 - JLAC 
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man; Patrolman Mike White has never re- 
covered from Spurge Silvey’s knife wound; 
Mounted Officer Norman still feels the effect 
of Mag. Pinkard’s knife blade; Mounted Offi- 
cer Green will always have a stiff arm from 
the bullet wound he received the night he kill- 
ed a negro on Hunter street. 

Despite these vexations and troubles the 
policeman isa happy man. They laugh, joke 
and chat with each other. They do their 
duty and leave the consequences with the 
board of commissioners. Many wivesin At- 
lanta, remember some policeman’s kind act 
with thanks. How many well to do men 
bave been picked up at the dead hour 
of night drunk on the streets 
snd carried home by the 
policeman no one knows. flow many burgla- 
ries and robberies their timely appearance 
have thwarted there is no telling. How many 
lives they have saved no one knows. 
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A WORTHY INSTITUTION. 


Atlanta Hospital and Benevolent Home— 
Its History and Condition, 

Statement of Dr. H. H. Tucker, president of the 
board of trustees, before the city council, Febru- 
ary 16, 1885. 

May it please your honor and gentlemen of the 
city council, I have no desire to obtrude myself 
on your attention, and if 1 had not been called on 
Lshould not have opened my lips. But having 


been called on, and the rules having been suspen- 
ded that I may be heard, it becomes my duty to 
respond. I have no appeal to make to your liber- 
ality. I havenofavortoask, I have nothing to 
urge and no argument to offer. I am before you. 
not a8 an advocate, but asa witness. As such | 
will simply make a statement of facts. 
Allow me first to give you in a few words an 
outline of the history of the institution. 
Some years ago, more or less, the city, 
time, having not recovered from the effects of the 
war, the arrangcments for taking care of the sick 
and destitute were very inadequate, and among 
this class there was a great dea! of suffering. The 
honorable women of the city, moved by compas- 
sion, rented a few rooms aud established some 
beds, where miserable women and children re- 
ceived such relief as could be afforded them. The 
num ber of rooms and beds was gradually increas- 
ed, andthe newinstitution, struggling for life, 
was supported wholly by private benevolence, the 
noble women who had itin charge collecting the 
funds by their own eflorts. The work increased 
upon them and more room. was need Rooms 
were 1ented first in one placeand then in anotner, 
and how many changes of fhis kind were made I 
do not know. Desiring to havea place where they 
could be permanent, they determined to purchase 
a building suitable to their purposes. 
They bad not a dollar to begin with,;but by the 
nost incredible and heroic exertions, they act- 
lly raised four thousand dollars, and with this 
ey bought what was known asthe old Calhoun 
house, the building which we now occupy, and 
the title deed to which is now in our possession. 
With greatiy enlarged facilities they continued 
their charitable work. Every dollar that went to 
its support was raised by ndomitable perse- 
verance of our mothers, an , and sisters, 
and daughters. In course of time the city council 
came'to their relief, and appropriated fifty dollars 
A month toaid themintheftr work. ina year or 
two, the ladies began to think that the institution 
could be better managed by men than by t! 
seives, They consequently turned it over 
board of trustees consisting of John Milledge, 
David Mayer, 8. M. Inma G: T. Dedd, F. H.

Since then our work has been compara- 
tively easy, and we have aflorded succor and relief 
to many hundreds of sulfering and destitute

A few words as to the character of the institu- 
tion. Itis in nobody’s interest. Outside of its 
wretched inmates nobody is benefited by it, either 
directly or indirectly. Itis part of no other insti- 
tution. It stands wholly isolated and alone. It 
is a —pure benevolence. It is unsectarian, its 
trustees represent four or five of the leading relig- 
ious denominations and by its constitution not 
more than two of the trustees can be of any one 
denomination. The inmates are never askedany 
questions as to theif religious amMiiations. think 
ve have had some of almost every kind known in 
is country. Someof them have been good peo- 
ple; many Of them, I think, have no religion of 
any kind. Those who wish religious counsel send 
for such ministers as they degjre. 
Classes of people entertainéa. First 
sick, er these who are wounded on 
elsewhere; and for these last our central lo 
near the carshed is very convenient. Beside 
we take the homeless, friendiess, penniless, 
and afford them temporary shelite ii t! 
provide for themselves. besides 
single nights lodging to scores or hund 
witbout our hospitality wanld spend 
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or child ever comes 
want, without getting at least one me 
wholesome food. 

Two of our experiences, I w 
girl perhaps seventeen years ol age. 
irom her home in another state by # vilie wo 
who deceived ber with promises of lucrative busi- 
ness. On her arrivalatthe home promised her 
she found to her horror, that it was a den of infa- 
my. Sheiefused tocomply with the wishes of 
ber captors. By some means the police 
found her and brought her to us. We comforted 
and cherished and encouraged her. We-entered 
into correspond:nee with her friends, and ina 
few days sent her back to her father and mother 
pure and uncontaminated. If we had done nota: 
ivg but this, the institution would be worth all 
that it bascost.. There is no other place where 
this poor girl could have been taken in. She was 
nota hospital patient; it would have been au out- 
rage to put the poor unfortunate, innocent thing 
in the stationhouse; and no private citizen would 
like to take to his own homea girl however in- 
nocent, with the odorof the brothel upon her. 
The benevolent home received her with fatherly, 
yes, with motberly arms, and nursed her tenderiy 
into life. Where else could she have gone 

Another case. A young, healthy woman lived 
with her aged mother and supported the latter by 
her labors. The mother become sick; the 
daugiter’s jJabors had to cease whHe she was 
nursing hermother. Their little savings soon 
gaye out; they sold their fuaniture and sooa were 
perfectiy destitute. We took them both 
to the Home. The daughter nursed 
the mother until her recovery. She 
then went out to work by the day, still supported 
by us, and returning at night tostay with her 
mother. This continued until she had made 
money enough to start with, and they both left 
us, and have been doing wellever since. What 
could possibly have been done with this worthy 
coup/e to better advantage or at less expense? So 
laraslam aware nposuch accommodation can be 
found elsewhere in the city. 

Inpnumerable cases occur where people need no 
hospital treatment, but what they do need is food 
and shelter fora few days. This costs but littie. 
Witbout thisthese unfortunates might become 
hospital patients and besick and perhaps die on 
our hands, The home has kept many a one ont of 
the hospital at small expense, who other wise would 
have been in tne hospital at large expense. ° 

Who admits the inmates? The mayor or any 
member of the city council or the chief of police 
or any one of the city physicians may secure ad- 
mittance for any one by written 
order. Besides this, the president ol 
our board admits such as are recommended to 
him, or such as he knowsto be in need. Persons 
coming late at night are admitted by the matron 
ior lodging and breakfast only. In the morning 
they are either dismissed or allowed toremain as 
the president™may decide. I should be glad for 
the mmayor or chairman of the relief committee to 
inspect the inmates personally at frequent inter- 
vals, say once a week or oftener, and every one will 
be promptly dismissed to whose longér stay he 
objects. 

How about the expense’ Last year We accom- 
modated at various times 256 persons at an average 
expense of 22 cents each perday. How issuch ex- 
treme economy attained? Partlyin this way. 
We pay almost nothing for labor We 
require those who are wel! to wait on the sick, and 
todo the work of the house. The laborina fam- 
ily varying from twenty to forty is considerable 
but it costs us almost nothing. For example: 
A woman bas three or four children whom 
sbhesupports. One of thechildren becomes ill; the 
mother's work stop#®and she and her little family 
are soon in want. We take them all, though only 
one isa hospita) patient. We help to nurse the 
sick child, and the Jabor of the mother pays forthe 
board ofall. This its far cheaper than to hite'a 
nurse, Pauper labor is utilized, and the other chil 
dren and the woman are kept from being sick, and 
are discharged to make room for others ia the 
same condition. Thus, the healthy inmates instéaid 
of beipg an expense to the city, save money for it. 

But can they be well treated on this sma!l e< 
pense? Thesieck are provided with everythiijug 
that they ask for, unless forbidden by the phv:'- 
cian in charge. They heve eggs, Oyste::, 
chicken, milk, egg nog, milk punch, fruits, and i. 
short, anything.that they need. Those who are 
well have Het, butit is , wholesome 
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atany hourin the day but. be a congg at 
meal times. Come and _ 2, 
inspect every room, Inspec e 

kitchen, inspect the larder, inspect the my n- 
spect everything. I pray you, do not rest u til 
‘ou come and see. Comeand inspectour records. 

e have the name of every inmate we have ettter- 
tained for the last three or four years, with the 
date of eatrance and departure, and a brief de- 
scription of each. Inspect our books of account, 
and see for yourselves exactly how every dollar 
has been expended. I have said all this to let you 
see that there is nothing covert, and that every- 
thing is lsid bare and spread wide open. 

I may say for myself that I visit the institution 
almost every day, sometimes two or three times a 
day, and watch it with ceaseless vigilance. I 
repeat that the institution is of no bene- 
fit to ‘its ganagers in any way whatever, 
and they have no personal reasons for desiring to 
continue in the service. On the contrary, it would 
be an unspeakable relief to them to be discharged 
from their work, which, though very troublesome 
and annoying, is profitiess and thankless. Yet 
they are willip to continue if it be thought best 
that they should. If the poor and the sick can be 
better provided fot, the trustees earnestly desire 
that it be done. If they can be more cheaply pro- 
vided for, the trustees earnestly desire it to be 
done. It is their opinion, however, that two 
classes of people are benefitted by the institution. 
First, the poer and wretched, who enjoy its boun- 
ty. Second, the tax-payers, whose burdens are 
lightened by its economic administration. 

Having stated the facts, and repeating that the 
trustees have no favor to ask, I respect ully leave 
the subject with you, thanking you for the atten- 
tion with which you have honored me,
